TREASURER’S  REPORT. 


State  of  Illinois,  State  Treasurer's  Office, 

Springfield,  August  1,  1924.. 
His  Excellency,  Len  Small ,  Governor  of  Illinois: 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  a  report  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State 
Treasury  for  the  fiscal  years  commencing  Julv  1,  1922,  and  ending 
June  30,  1924. 

This  report  contains  a  complete  account  of  the  business  transactions 
of  this  office  during  the  period,  viz : 

1.  Statement  of  the  amount  of  all  funds  in  the  State  Treasury 
as  of  July  1,  1922. 

2.  The  receipts  and  disbursements  from  July  1,  1922,  to  June 
30,  1924. 

3.  Statement  of  balances  of  all  funds  in  the  Treasury  on  July 
1,  1924. 

4.  A  statement  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State  of  Illinois  de¬ 
tailed  as  to  date  of  bonds,  rate  of  interest  and  date  of  maturity  of  all 
outstanding  bonds. 

5.  A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  General 
Revenue  Fund  from  July  1,  1922,  to  June  30,  1924,  inclusive,  in  detail. 

6.  Statements  of  the  various  other  funds  showing  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  and  balance  on  hand  in  each  fund. 

7.  A  statement  of  the  Soldiers’  Compensation  Fund  showing 
amount  of  bonds  sold  and  the  premium  received  above  par.  A  state¬ 
ment  of  the  amount  of  One  Hundred  Dollar  Bonds  issued  and  .paid  in 
lieu  of  cash  for  adjusted  compensation.  Also  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  refunds  made  to  the  Soldiers’  Compensation  Fund.  The  specific 
reason  for  each  refund  is  a  matter  of  record  in  the  office.  Many  of  the 
refunds  were  made  because  of  the  death  of  the  original  claimant  in 
which  case  it  became  necessary  for  the  beneficiary  to  file  a  new  claim 
as  provided  by  law. 

8.  A  statement  of  the  securities  deposited  with  the  State 
Treasurer  by  Life  Insurance  Companies. 

9.  A  statement  of  the  securities  held  by  the  State  Treasurer 
account  State  Teachers’  Pension  and  Retirement  Fund. 

10.  A  statement  of  the  Local  Bond  Fund  showing  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  together  with  balance  in  treasury  on  July  1,  1924. 

11.  A  statement  of  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Illinois  Central  Rail¬ 
road  from  March  24,  1855  to  April  30,  1924,  inclusive,  and  amount 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury  on  account  thereof. 

The  Illinois  State  Depository  Law  which  became  effective  in  1921 
has  been  strictly  complied  with.  All  banks  have  been  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  bid  for  funds  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  funds  in  the  treasury  has  been  as  wide  as  possible,  through 
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the  bidding  banks.  Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  class 
of  collateral  which  has  been  accepted  for  these  deposits  and  the  monies 
appropriated  to  this  office  for  the  handling  of  collateral  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  for  that  purpose  and  to  secure  expert  advice  in  the  passing  upon 
the  collateral  offered.  We  have  at  times  had  large  balances  in  the 
treasury  through  the  sale  of  both  Highway  and  Compensation  Bonds 
which  has  increased  the  volume  of  collateral  handled  to  secure  the  de¬ 
posits.  It  has  been  necessary  to  carry  large  active  balances  for  the 
reason  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  bonds,  both  Highway  and 
Soldiers  Compensation,  were  paid  out  comparatively  fast  and  the  rate 
of  interest  for  active  funds  has  not  been  as  large  as  the  rate  for  less 
active  funds.  It  has  been  my  policy  to  impress  upon  the  banks  having 
inactive  funds  the  necessity  of  keeping  State  Funds  as  liquid  as  pos¬ 
sible  in  their  banks  for  the  reason  that  the  State  of  Illinois  has  in 
reality  few  permanently  inactive  funds.  The  bankers  have  cooperated 
fully  and  have  responded  promptly  to  our  requests  for  withdrawals. 

We  have  inaugurated  a  system  of  monthly  reports  which  show 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State  Treasury  for  the  current 
month  together  with  the  balance  on  hand  in  each  fund  at  the  close  of 
that  month.  This  report  also  shows  a  detailed  statement  of  all  bonds 
issued  by  the  State  of  Illinois  together  with  other  matters  of  interest 
from  the  Treasury  Department. 

The  amount  of  Inheritance  Tax  collected  by  the  various  County 
Treasurers  and  paid  into  the  Revenue  Fund  of  the  State  increased 
more  than  four  million  dollars  over  the  previous  biennium.  The  amount 
appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  to  this  office  for  The  work  of 
investigating  Inheritance  Tax  matters  has  been  judiciously  used  in  this 
work  and  I  believe  the  moral  influence  in  having  special  investigators 
from  this  office  in  the  territory  has  the  desired  effect  of  prompt  returns. 

The  volume  of  work  in  this  office  has  increased  to  a  very  consider¬ 
able  extent  and  during  the  period  covered  by  the  report  this  office  re¬ 
corded  and  handled  nearly  double  the  number  of  warrants  handled  during 
the  previous  biennium.  This  increased  labor  was  caused  through  the 
added  work  of  paying  the  Soldiers*  Bonus  and  disbursing  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  Highway  Bonds.  We  received  only  a  /ery  slight  in¬ 
crease  in  our  appropriation  for  the  term  covered  by  this  report  and  I 
believe  that  it  is  only  fair  to  call  your  attention  to  the  loyalty  and 
faithfulness  of  the  employees  of  the  office  who  have  been  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  dispose  of  the  increased  work  occasioned  by  the  many 
new  activities. 

The  working  conditions  in  the  office  have  been  greatly  improved 
through  the  addition  of  two  rooms  on  the  first  floor,  directly  under¬ 
neath  our  second  floor  rooms.  The  vault  already  there  has  been 
equipped  and  all  of  the  bookkeeping  will  be  confined  to  those  two  rooms. 
The  rooms  on  the  second  floor  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  matters  con¬ 
nected  with  the  deposits  and  collateral  securities  therefor.  This  is  an 
ideal  arrangement  and  the  office  is  indebted  to  Secretary  of  State  Em- 
merson  for  his  kindness  in  providing  this  additional  space.  The  outlay 
for  improvements  has  been  within  the  appropriations  and  not  large 
considering  the  permanency  of  the  improvements.
